Pyles seeking change of venue in case 
of double-murder of father and son 


A Monticello, Kentucky man who is fac¬ 
ing two first degree murder charges in rela¬ 
tion to the deaths of a Pickett County father 
and son in late July is ap¬ 
parently seeking a change 
of venue in his case, ac¬ 
cording to a recent article 
that appeared in the Octo¬ 
ber 1 edition of the Wayne 
County Outlook. 

According to that arti¬ 
cle, written by news editor 
Melodie Phelps, a prelimi- 
Joshua Pyles nary hearing in the case had 


also been scheduled for Wednesday, October 
8, which was too late for this week’s press 
deadline. 

Josh Pyles, 34, remained lodged in the 
Overton County Jail in Livingston with¬ 
out bond, according to court officials. He is 
charged with two counts of first degree mur¬ 
der in relation to the deaths of Danny Dowdy, 
58, and his son, Cody Dowdy, 22, who were 
killed at their family business, the Sugar 
Shack. The two men were found dead at the 
business on July 31. 

The business is located on the Kentucky- 
Tennessee border at Static. 


Pyles was arrested on Friday, August 1 by 
the Tennessee Bureau of Investigation (TBI). 

Pyles is represented by court-appointed 
attorney Laura Sebers. 

The published report said Sebers has filed 
a motion in Pickett Circuit Court for a change 
of venue in the case, which was expected to 
have been heard at the preliminary hearing 
this week before a General Sessions Judge. 

In the motion, Sebers notes that the venue 
should be changed “due to undue excitement 
against the defendant in Pickett County and

Schools show 
improvement in 
most recent test 
results release 

Results for Kentucky schools from last spring’s testing were re¬ 
leased last Friday and once again, results in Clinton County schools 
were somewhat mixed, but overall each school showed some prog¬ 
ress above the 2013 results. 

The K-PREP (Kentucky Performance Report for Educational 
Progress) results showed the overall percentile in the school district 
was a 45, with Albany Elementary showing a vast improvement rate 
over the previous year’s test and having percentile of 76, Clinton 
County High School, while not improving as much as in years past, 
did show some improvement with a percentile of 70. Both schools 
are classified a proficient/progressing. 

Clinton County Middle School, whose overall score increased 
from 2013 to 2014, had a percentile of 28 and was classified as needs 
improvement/progressing/focus school (Students with Disabilities). 

Instructional Supervisor Paula Little noted the reason CCMS was 
being classified in the bottom third in the state was its low score in 
the GAP area of students with disabilities, who scored low. 

Focus designation places attention on how student groups are per¬ 
forming in Reading, Mathematics, Science, Social Studies, Writing 
and Language Mechanics. Schools are designated as focus based on: 
1) the non-duplicated gap group performing in the lowest 10 per¬ 
cent or 2) individual student groups (i.e., limited English proficiency, 
students with free/reduced lunch, students with disabilities, ethnicity 
groups) performing three standard deviations below the mean—scor¬ 
ing below 99 percent of the state. 

With the scores being broken down by GAP groups, the middle 
school did poorly on the scores involving students with disabilities, 
but overall, the school scored had decent results and showed some 
improvement in some core subject areas. 

“Those with disabilities scored below the norm,” Little said, add¬ 
ing the state wants the school and district to put an emphasis on those 
students to help them achieve at a higher rate. “All other groups (at 
the middle school) did fine,” she said. 

Little noted that one of the reasons the overall test results were 
positive this year was that the district as a whole did very well in the 
Program Review area, which this year counted a total of 23 percent 
of the total accountability score and that, according to Little, “was 
one area of greatest success.” 

The Program Review evaluates overall progress in Arts and Hu-

The fishing derbies at Wolf 
Creek National Fish Hatchery 
have ended for this year follow¬ 
ing last week’s successful Catch 
A Smile Senior Fishing Derby 
and Special Needs Fishing Der¬ 


by, according to Wolf Creek 
NFH Project Leader James Gray. 

Last Tuesday, 135 seniors par¬ 
ticipated in the derby with great 
weather overhead and trout bit¬ 
ing in the water. 

The huge turnout was pleas¬ 
ing to Gray and it was one of 
the hatchery’s most successful 
events of the year. 

“Of course, we cooked lunch 
for them and had several door 
prizes that we had gotten from 
local businesses that we gave 
away,” he said. “Plus, they 
caught a lot of fish.” 

The special needs derby was 
also a hit as students from both 
Russell County and Clinton 
County took part in the event. 

“We work through the school 
systems of each and they identify 
kids they think fit that category,” 
Gray said. “I thing almost every 
kid caught a fish that day.” 

He said the participating stu¬ 
dents also received a t-shirt, WC- 
NFH medallion and a pressed 
fish hatchery penny. 

“We also cooked for them,” 
he said. “We had hamburgers, 
hot dogs, chips and all that good 
stuff.” 

Russell County Schools Su¬ 
perintendent Michael Ford said 
the derby is such a special day 
for the district’s most deserving 
students. 

“The students start talking 
about this event as soon as school 
starts in August,” Ford said. “We 
sincerely appreciate Mr. Gray, 
the staff, donors and many vol¬ 
unteers at the Wolf Creek Na¬ 
tional Fish Hatchery that make 
this event possible. I know I 
speak for everyone when I say 
we are already looking forward 
to next year’s event.” 

Gray said the one other event 
coming up in October is the Out¬ 
door Eco Day for all Russell 
County fourth graders. 

“There will be nine different 
stations that they will go through 
for 20 minutes each,” he said. 
“It is all environmental educa¬ 
tion based and covers a variety 
of topics.” 

With the end of the fishing 
derby season at the hatchery 
means much of the Hatchery 


Creek stream restoration project 
will get going. 

Approximately 200 feet of 
Hatchery Creek closed to fishing 
last week as part of the ongoing 
stream restoration project. The 
upper 150-foot section of the 
creek remains open for fishing. 

“The whole entire project 
won’t be complete until early 
spring,” Gray said. “They can’t 
let the water flow through that 
until it gets built.” 

The overall project involves 
construction of a 6,000-foot 
channel to divert the creek’s flow 
away from the heavily eroded 
ravine which introduced large 
amounts of sediment into the 
Cumberland River. Construction 
on the new channel will feature 
a naturalized course with pools 
and riffles designed to reduce 
sediment. 

The creek is fed by the hatch¬ 
ery, which draws its waters from 
the dam at Lake Cumberland. 
Because the hatchery’s outflow 
is so cold, the creek is stocked 
with trout and is a popular trout 
fishing area. 

Currently, Hatchery Creek 
forms a T-intersecction with the 
eroded reservoir. 

Contractors are building a 
temporary shortcut to allow the 
creek to flow into the ravine just 
downstream of its current influ¬ 
ence. This shortcut, once com¬ 
pleted, will be open for fishing 
while contractors rebuild the T- 
intersection as part of the new 
creek channel. 

The upper ravine will be 
closed to access during the proj¬ 
ect. The lower section of the ra¬ 
vine will otherwise remain open 
to angling. 

Hatchery Creek is currently 
open, with access on the east 
bank. 

Once the diversion channel is 
built and stabilized the 200 foot 
lower section of the creek will be 
closed until the project is com¬ 
plete, approximately 100 feet of 
hatchery creek will remain open. 



Formal sentencing was held 
on Tuesday, September 23 for 
a Wayne County man who pled 
guilty to manslaughter charges 
in connection with the May 2012 
death of Roger Dean. 

Jimmy Massengale was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 years in prison when 
he appeared before Circuit Judge 
Vernon Miniard, Jr. Massengale 
received a sentence of 12 years 
on the manslaughter charge and 
five years on a charge of posses¬ 
sion of a firearm by a convicted 
felon. 

The sentences will run con¬ 
current for a total of 12 years, ac¬ 
cording to court documents. 

Massengale was originally 
charged with murder in the 
shooting incident that occurred 
May 27, 2012 on Davis Street in 
Monticello. Officers said the vic¬ 
tim, who was an acquaintance of 
Massgengale, sustained multiple 
gunshot wounds. 

Massengale entered the plea 
agreement which amended the 
murder charge to manslaughter 
in July. Under the agreement, 
three counts of wanton endanger- 
ment against Massengale were 
dismissed. 


According to agents with the 
Lake Cumberland Area Drug 
Task Force, Patrick Humble was 
arrested on September 24 and 
charged with two counts of traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance. 

Humble was lodged in the 
Wayne County Detention Center 
on a $10,000 cash bond. 

The Lake Cumberland Area 
Drug Task Force was assisted by 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment. 



Law enforcement officials in 
Clay County have been staying 
active in their pursuit to keep the 
community safe, arresting three 
Overton Countians recently. 

This follows other arrests in 
Clay County of Overton Coun¬ 
tians. 

On September 9, Trisha L. 


Flowers, 36, of Hilham, was 
arrested by Officer Billy Ham¬ 
mock. Flowers was arrested for 
Schedule IV drugs, Schedule II 
drugs, possession of a legend 
drug and unlawful possession of 
drug paraphernalia. 

Flowers was released on a 
$6,500 bond and had an initial 
court date of September 12. 

On September 5, Jason Mur¬ 
phy, 29, of Allons, was arrested 
by THP Sgt. Billy Pierce. 

Murphy was charged with 
Schedule VI drugs and unlawful 
possession of drug parapherna¬ 
lia. 

Murphy was released on a 
$15,000 bond and had an initial 
court date of September 12. 

On September 9, Cassie J. 
Murphy, 35, of Hilham, was ar¬ 
rested by Officer Mike Kruger. 
Murphy was arrested for theft of 
property over $1,000 and driving 
while under license suspended. 
She was released on a $6,500 
bond with her first court appear¬ 
ance on September 12. 



What began as a trip to the 
Dairy Queen last year ended in a 
tasing for a Monterey man. 

Now, he’s suing the town, 
police chief, an officer and three 
other Monterey citizens. 

According to the lawsuit — 
filed Sept. 26 with the Putnam 
County Circuit Court Clerk’s Of¬ 
fice — Carl Bohannon of Home- 
run Drive had been sitting in his 
car at the Monterey Dairy Queen 
on Sept. 26, 2013, talking on his 
phone when another car “came 
speeding” into the parking lot. 

In that car were Monterey 
residents Jason Davidson, Jacob 
Cross and Amanda Matheney, 
who allegedly hit Bohannon’s 
car, causing the driver’s side 
rearview mirror to break. 

Bohannon alleges that when 
he confronted them, Davidson 
and Cross got out of the car and 
“started violently attacking” him 
while Matheney “encouraged the 
assault.” 

The lawsuit says Bohannon 
“did not respond with any physi¬ 
cal aggression” and that David¬ 
son, Cross and Matheney left 
him and pulled up to the drive- 
through window. 

Bohannon said he walked to 
the car and told them they could 
not leave until police arrived, at 
which point the three allegedly 
got out, with Davidson and Cross 
assaulting him again. 

“After several moments, the 
defendants abruptly stopped as¬ 
sailing (Bohannon) and stepped 
away from him,” the lawsuit 
says. 

“At this time, the plaintiff 
was lying on his stomach, and he 
tried to get up.” 

Bohannon claims he then felt 
“sharp pains” in his back and fell 
to the pavement after Monterey 
Police Officer Donathan Durham 


deployed his taser. 

He said he was handcuffed 
and given the option of going to 
jail or the hospital. 

The lawsuit goes on to allege 
that Durham told Bohannon that 
“if he will refuse medical treat¬ 
ment, all of this will go away,” 
after which Bohannon “tried to 
explain... who he was” and asked 
Durham to call MPD Officer 
Mike Phillips. 

Phillips then went to the hos¬ 
pital and drove Bohannon home 
after he refused medical treat¬ 
ment, according to the lawsuit. 

Exactly one year after the 
incident occurred, Bohannon 
named Davidson, Cross and Ma¬ 
theney, along with the Town of 
Monterey, Police Chief Bill Ran¬ 
dolph and Officer Durham, in a 
lawsuit, claiming the “actions 
and inactions” of the defendants 
caused him to “suffer constitu¬ 
tional violations.” 

The lawsuit says, “Specifi¬ 
cally, the defendants operated 
to violate Carl Bohannon’s right 
to not be subjected to excessive 
force..., (his) right to not be sum¬ 
marily punished without due pro¬ 
cess of law... and (his) right to be 
accorded equal protection under 
the laws as guaranteed... under 
the Fourteenth Amendment.” 

Bohannon claims Officer 
Durham “committed excessive 
force” against him without cause. 

He alleges Chief Randolph 
was “acting in a supervisory ca¬ 
pacity” and “failed to remedy a 
continuing and egregious wrong 
after learning about it.” 

As for the town, Bohannon 
alleges “the acts, omissions and 
conduct... constitute assault, bat¬ 
tery and negligence under the 
laws of the State of Tennessee.” 

His claims that Monterey 
“should be held liable for all said 
torts as the individual defendants 
were acting in the course and 
scope of their employment... and 
their actions were foreseeable.” 

The lawsuit goes on to say the 
town has not waived immunity 
under the Tennessee Govern¬ 
mental Tort Liability Act, which 
includes but is not limited to 
“negligent hiring, negligent in¬ 
fliction of emotional distress, as¬ 
sault and battery.” 

Bohannon is seeking a jury 
trial as well as punitive damages 
not to exceed $500,000 and com¬ 
pensatory damages not to exceed 
$350,000. 

Chief Randolph, who spoke 
with the Herald-Citizen, said he 
stands behind Durham and his 
use of the taser. 

“I think the officer was justi¬ 
fied in what he did,” he said. 

“This is basically a lawsuit 
over the use of the taser and the 
lack of training for (it). But the 
officer who used the taser had 
just gotten recertified and been 
through training three weeks 
prior to this incident.” Randolph 
went on to note Durham’s many 
years of service. 

g“He’s a veteran officer — 
he’s been in law enforcement for 
20 years or better — and I stand 
behind his decision to use (the 
taser),” he said. “I’m not going 
to second guess it.”

UK forage specialist Dr. Ray Smith will be on hand to discuss 
the advantages of stockpiling fescue. We have a stockpiled fescue 
demonstration setup using different nitrogen rates. 

Dr. Smith will also be discussing options for reseeding or renovat¬ 
ing pastures and hay fields. We will look at two fields on the farm that 
have been reseeded to orchardgrass and clover. 

Also, Joe Russell, District Conservationist for the NRCS, will be 
discussing NRCS programs available to producers. 

Springhaven Farm has implemented some of these conservation 
practices that we will be able to look at and discuss. 

Corey Anderson with FS A will be on hand to discuss programs at 
FSA, such as the livestock forage program and livestock indemnity 
program. 

The afternoon will conclude with a meal prepared by the Twin 
Fakes Cattle Association. The field day is being sponsored by the 
Clinton County Soil Conservation District and the Clinton County 
Farm Bureau Federation. 

Everyone is invited, so make plans to attend this field day to learn 
more about improving forage production and conservation practices.

He noted that Somerset Community College-Clinton Campus 
was planning a couple of events, including the Cosmetology Depart¬ 
ment doing a Paint Your Nails Pink fundraiser for October during the 
Breast Cancer Awareness month. SCC is apparently also planning an 
upcoming chili dinner fundraiser as well.

Due to the diligent efforts of 
a Kentucky State Police civilian 
employee, a 30-year-old missing 
persons’ case has been solved. 

In May of 2014, the KSP Au¬ 
tomated Fingerprint Identifica¬ 
tion System (AFIS) Section re¬ 
ceived prints from a 1984 death 
investigation from Dr. Emily 
Craig, Regional Systems Admin¬ 
istrator with the National Miss¬ 
ing and Unidentified Persons 
System (NamUs). 

The prints had been submit¬ 
ted to the Jefferson Co. Sheriff’s 
Office and the Jefferson County 
Corrections Department in 1984, 
but they were unable to identify 
the victim. The prints were en¬ 
tered into NamUs in 2008. 

Keith Dollinger, a foren¬ 
sic specialist analyst with KSP 
AFIS, was asked to review the 
missing person’s case due to 
his familiarity with the NamUs 
system. Initial examination sug¬ 
gested that the victim’s prints 
had been improperly recorded at 
the time of the autopsy. 

In reviewing the fingerprints, 
Dollinger recognized, based 
upon pattern classification and 
ridge-flow within the fingerprint 
pattern, that one set of prints 
appeared to be transposed (left- 
hand fingerprints on a right- 
hand strip card and right-hand 
fingerprints on a left-hand strip 
card). Searches of the FBI’s 
AFIS system yielded a match 
to Roy Andrew Fangley, (DOB 
11/22/1949), who had been 
struck and killed in 1984 by a 
semi-tractor trailer while walk¬ 
ing on 1-65 near Elizabethtown. 

The victim’s sister was locat¬ 
ed in Texas and formally notified 
of her brother’s death. 

KSP Forensic Supervisor Paul 
Dorman said Dollinger’s exper¬ 
tise and dedication to his job led 
to the case being solved. 

“Keith’s dedication and de¬ 
sire to make sure every possible 
test has been done in every case 
he receives not only solved this 
case, but provided the victim’s 
family closure,” says Dorman. 

Dollinger is an eight-year vet¬ 
eran of the agency and resides in 
Simpsonville, Ky.

Career Studies and Writing. 

“Teachers and the program 
review committee members 
worked extremely hard last year 
gathering evidence and the pro¬ 
gram review scores show their 
diligence paid dividends,” Little 
noted. 

As far as the district overall,

“The district is working

due to the unfair and inflamma¬ 
tory publicity and the general 
hostilities toward the defendant 
from local authorities.” 

The motion states that it is 
the belief of the defendant there 
are “not many citizens of Pickett 
County, Tennessee who have not 
heard of the defendant, Joshua 
Pyles, with regard to the incident 
at hand and many are familiar 
with Mr. Pyles including the sit¬ 
ting judge and the sheriff of Pick¬ 
ett County.” 

“It is of great concern to the 
defendant and his counsel that 
he could not receive a fair trial in 
Pickett County due to the public¬ 
ity, hostilities toward the defen¬ 
dant and generalized fear engi¬ 
neered by the public,” the motion 
states. 

Court officials are uncertain 
where the preliminary hearing 
was to be held, since Pyles is 
housed in a detention facility that 
is not located in Pickett County. 
He was arraigned in Pickett 
County on August 5, where he 
entered a plea of not guilty.

The bitter: On Sunday the 
Bluegrass State lost an icon, 
Jimmy Feix, gentleman ball 
coach, gentleman otherwise, 
best of the best son of Kentucky. 

In Lexington there is revelry 
in the land this week. Mid-Octo¬ 
ber and Kentucky folk are abuzz 
with Air Raid ... JoJo Kemp ... 
Bud Dupree and nary a word 
about Willie and The Twins. 

In fact, beyond Auburn and 
Mississippi schools, buzz across 
the Southeastern Conference is 
about “that basketball school up 
north.” 

Two questions: 

• “Kentucky did whaaaaat to 
South Carolina? Must be mis¬ 
print.” 

• “Anybody notice Kentucky 
is this close (at Florida) to being, 
well, unbeaten?” 

Last Saturday, the heavens 
opened and football gods put 
stars in new alignment. 

V At a little before 8 o’clock, 
the Spurriers punched Kentucky 
in the mouth, put the home 
crowd on mute, led 14-0.

All the wins, trophies, titles, 
newspaper headlines and ac¬ 
colades are dust now. Feix’s 
departure leaves us with these 
questions: Did I contribute well 
to humankind? Was I loyal to 
something beyond self? 

He did, and more. 

“Coach Feix was a legendary 
figure in so many ways,” Todd 
Stewart, director of athletics at 


Western Kentucky University 
said in a release. “His influence 
transcended far beyond his role 
as WKU’s head football coach 
and athletics director.” 

The ever affable Man from 
Henderson was best of the best 
among college ball coaches in 
Kentucky with whom I dealt 
through decades. Forthright, 
good humored, effervescent per¬ 
sonality, a contrast too many in 


his profession then and now. And, 
Feix kept a firm grip on who he 
was in the grand universe. 

Most admirable, his loyalty. 
Feix left the friendly confines 
of Henderson in the 1940s for 
Bowling Green, earned success 
as a football player, then ball 
coach and director of athletics. 
He gave Western 27 years of his 
professional life and the rest of it 
to community. 


Legacy? His sons are Doctor 
Jimmy B. Feix of Milwaukee 
and Doctor Jeff Feix of Nash¬ 
ville. 

Writer/philosopher Dr. Jo¬ 
seph Campbell said: “A hero is 
someone who has given his or 
her life to something bigger than 
oneself.” 

Jimmy Feix.

USS Cole attacked by terrorists 
October 12, 2000 

At 12:15 p.m. local time, a motorized rubber dinghy loaded with explosives blows a 40-by-40-foot 
hole in the port side of the USS Cole, a U.S. Navy destroyer that was refueling at Aden, Yemen. Seven¬ 
teen sailors were killed and 38 wounded in the attack, which was carried out by two suicide terrorists 
alleged to be members of Saudi exile Osama bin Laden’s al Qaeda terrorist network. 

The Cole had come to Aden at the southern tip of the Arabian peninsula to refuel on its way to 
join U.S. warships that were enforcing the trade sanctions against Iraq. It was scheduled to remain in 
the port for just four hours, indicating that the terrorists had precise information about the destroyer’s 
unannounced visit to the Aden fueling station. The terrorists’ small boat joined a group of harbor ships 
aiding the Cole moor at a refueling, and they succeeded in reaching the U.S. warship unchallenged. Their 
dinghy then exploded in a massive explosion that ripped through the Cole’s port side, badly damaging 
the engine room and adjoining mess and living quarters. Witnesses on the Cole said both terrorists stood 
up in the moment before the blast. 

The explosion caused extensive flooding in the warship, causing the ship to list slightly, but by the 
evening crew members had managed to stop the flooding and keep the Cole afloat. In the aftermath of the 
attack, President Bill Clinton ordered American ships in the Persian Gulf to leave port and head to open 
waters. A large team of U.S. investigators was immediately sent to Aden to investigate the incident, in¬ 
cluding a group of FBI agents who were focused exclusively on possible links to Osama bin Laden. Bin 
Laden had been formally charged in the U.S. with masterminding the 1998 bombings of U.S. embassies 
in Kenya and Tanzania that killed 224 people, including 12 Americans. 

Six men believed to be involved in the Cole attack were soon arrested in Yemen. Lacking coopera¬ 
tion by Yemeni authorities, the FBI has failed to conclusively link the attack to bin Laden. 

Jimmy Stewart stars in Harvey 
October 13, 1950 

On this day in 1950, the actor James Stewart stars in Harvey , a drama about an eccentric man whose 
best friend is a giant invisible rabbit. Directed by Henry Koster and based on a Pulitzer Prize-winning 
play of the same name by Mary Chase, Harvey earned Stewart the fourth Best Actor Oscar nomination 
of his career. Considered one of Hollywood’s all-time greatest leading men, Stewart appeared in some 
80 movies during his career, including Mr. Smith Goes to Washington , The Philadelphia Story and It’s a 
Wonderful Life , and was best known for his portrayals of decent, idealistic men. 

Stewart was born on May 20,1908, in Indiana, Pennsylvania. At Princeton University, he performed 
in musical comedies with the Triangle Club before graduating in 1932 with a degree in architecture. 
There wasn’t a great demand for architects in the early 1930s, during the Great Depression, so Stewart 
turned to acting, landing his first big role on Broadway in 1934 in Yellow Jack. The following year he 
signed a contract with MGM and made his big-screen debut in The Murder Man , starring Spencer Tracy. 
He went on to appear in such movies as You Can’t Take It With You (1938); Mr. Smith Goes to Washington 
(1939), in which his performance as an idealistic senator catapulted him to stardom and earned him his 
first Best Actor Oscar nomination; Destry Rides Again (1939), in which he played a marshal opposite 
Marlene Dietrich; and The Philadelphia Story (1940), in which he co-starred with Katharine Hepburn 
and Cary Grant. In 1941, at the age of 33, Stewart joined the military as a pilot. Before he returned home 
in 1945, he reportedly flew 20 bombing missions over Germany. 

In 1946, Stewart starred in the director Frank Capra’s It’s a Wonderful Life. According to Stewart’s 
1997 obituary in the New York Times: “His archetypal role (and his own favorite) was that of George 
Bailey, the small-town banker in Tt’s a Wonderful Life, ’ Frank Capra’s moralistic fantasy in which the 
hero is rescued from suicide by a pixieish angel who shows him how much meaner life would have been 
in his hometown without him. The 1946 feature-length Christmas card was a failure among audiences, 
who dismissed it as overly sentimental, but in later decades it became one of the most popular movies 
ever made and a holiday staple on television.” 

After Stewart’s acclaimed performance in Harvey , he appeared in such films as The Glenn Miller 
Story (1954), in which he played the popular big-band leader; Alfred Hitchcock’s Rear Window (1954), 
in which he played a wheelchair-bound voyeur photographer; The Man Who Knew Too Much (1956); 
and The Spirit of St. Louis (1957), which featured Stewart as the famous aviator Charles Lindbergh. His 
films during the 1950s also include Hitchcock’s Vertigo (1958), in which he starred as a retired detective 
opposite Kim Novak; and Anatomy of a Murder (1959), for which he earned his fifth Oscar nomination. 
During the 1960s, Stewart’s movie credits included The Man Who Shot Liberty Valance (1962) and The 
Shootist (1976). 

His final movie was the 1991 animated feature An American Tail: Fievel Goes West , in which he 
voiced the character of Wylie. Stewart died in Beverly Hills, California on July 2, 1997, at the age of 89.

New trial denied to constable 

Motion for a new trial for Virgil Nichols, Pickett County, Tennessee constable convicted of man¬ 
slaughter in Clinton Circuit Court, was overruled Saturday by Judge Terrill A. Wilson. 

Nichols was formally sentenced to 21 years in the reformatory for the slaying of Virgil Dowdy. 

After overruling the motion for a new trial, Judge Wilson granted an appeal to the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals and gave counsel until the January term of court to file a bill of exceptions. 

Nichols is in Clinton County Jail. No bond is allowable pending appeal. 

Kindergarten open 

The Younger Woman’s Club is sponsoring a kindergarten. Classes are being held in one of the rooms 
at school. If your child is nearing school age, talk to the teachers about sending them to kindergarten. Our 
first grade teachers say they can see a remarkable difference in the child who has attended kindergarten. 

The Modern Kindergarten is an active, busy place. It is a small community planned for children and 
in this community the children learn to live happily and constructively together. Parents often ask, “Is it 
essential that I send my four or five year old child to kindergarten? What does he learn in kindergarten? 
Wouldn’t it be just as well to wait another year or two and send him to the first grade?” 

The answer to all these questions lies in a visit to a kindergarten class. One day spent in such a situ¬ 
ation will show clearly some of the things that children learn and what kindergarten will do for them. 

Children must be given a chance to be individuals. In the home, the child does not have as many op¬ 
portunities to do so. The kindergarten teacher is aware of this and knows how to direct children’s activi¬ 
ties so that they will be educational and worthwhile. The child may be a little shy the first day, because 
their first break with the home is a difficult one for them. These are the children who especially need to 
learn independence. There are children who have never learned to share their play things. 

Almost all of our teachers in this day and time will agree with what has just been written. A child 
that has attended kindergarten before entering school is ready to start learning the essential things in the 
first grade. They will be able to advance more rapidly than others who have had little or no training in 
their preschool years. 

The children will hear stories and remember them, stories that you yourself have not had time to 
read them. They will learn to use their hands, make their own decisions, create things for themselves. A 
child has a very imaginative mind. Have you ever noticed your child closely at play? It is fascinating to 
watch them and learn what is in their little minds. Send your child to kindergarten. You won’t regret it.
